1 . This office action supersedes the final-office action dated 09/29/2005 and 
responsive to the petitions entered 9/14/2005 and amendment entered on 03/10/2003. 
Claims 43-64 and 88-96 are pending in this office action. 

RESTRICTION ELECTION 

A telephone call was made to Mani Adeli prior to 09/29/2005 to inform the 
allowance of group II include the independent claims 58 and 61 with the allowance 
reason of calculating the length of the edges of the spanning trees.. Examiner 
requested an option of adding the allowance reason to the independent claims of group 
I for allowance the application or cancel group I. Mr. Adeli requested a written action of 
restriction election as follow. 

Restriction/election to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group I, claims 43-57 and 88-96 where the independent claims draw to 
connection graph having edges with at least one edge is partially diagonal. 

Group II, claims 58-64 the independent claims draw to connection graph having 
edges with at least one edge is partially diagonal and calculating the length of the edges 
of the spanning trees. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
